****FALL  MEETING**** 

Unfortunately  summer  is  over,  and  now  we  must  all  face 
autumn:  returning  students,  longer  hours,  more  users.  You 
do  have  at  least  one  thing  to  look  forward  to,  however. 
On  Friday,  October  16,  NEMLA  will  have  its  Fall  meeting 
at  Holy  Cross  College  and  I  hope  all  of  you  are  able  to 
travel  to  Worcester  to  enjoy  our  meeting,  a  lovely  campus, 
and,  hopefully,  beautiful  New  England  weather. 

We've  adopted  a  slightly  different  format  for  this  program. 
The  focal  point  of  the  morning  session  will  be  Jesuit  music, 
featuring  Dr.  James  Hogan,  Director  of  Libraries  at  Holy 
Cross,  and  NEMLA's  Lisa  Redpath,  Music  Librarian  at 
Holy  Cross.  We  have  also  scheduled  time  slots  for 
committee  meetings,  as  well  as  an  organ  demonstration  by 
James  D.  Christie,  college  organist.  In  the  afternoon  you 
will  have  the  choice  of  attending  one  of  two  concurrent 
sessions.  These  will  be  "hands  on"  sessions  with  a  chance 
for  everyone  to  learn  and  participate. 

One  session  is  designed  for  reference/public  services 
librarians  and  will  be  led  by  Ken  Pristash  (New  England 
Conservatory)  and  Candice  Feldt  (Tufts  University).  They 
will  be  giving  an  overview  of  the  MARC  format  and  other 
cataloging  issues  as  they  relate  to  books,  scores,  sound 
recordings,  and  videos.  We  hope  public  services  personnel 
will  come  away  from  this  session  not  as  expert  catalogers, 
but  with  just  a  little  more  knowledge  of  the  make-up  of  a 
cataloging  record,  knowledge  that  will  aid  them  in  their 
interaction  with  users.  Topics  to  be  covered  include  the 
MARC  format,  uniform  titles,  authority  issues,  and  subject 
headings. 

While  the  public  services  librarians  are  improving  their 
cataloging  knowledge,  Charlotte  Kolczynski  (Boston  Public 
Library)  and  Ken  Crilly  (Yale  University)  will  be  reminding 
technical  services  librarians  that  there  are  many  reference 
tools  beyond  the  Grove  dictionaries  and  thematic  catalogs. 
Ken  and  Charlotte  will  be  highlighting  reference  tools  which 
are  useful  in  cataloging  all  types  of  music. 

We  would  like  these  sessions  to  be  both  informative  and 
informal.  To  that  end,  I  am  inviting  you  to  bring  your 
questions  and  comments  to  these  sessions.  The  Program 
Committee  envisions  these  to  be  rather  brief  presentations 
by  the  leaders  of  each  group,  followed  by  a  more  informal 
discussion.  Feel  free  to  contact  any  of  the  leaders  ahead  of 
time  if  there  is  something  in  particular  you'd  like  to  see 
covered,  or  if  you  feel  uncomfortable  asking  a  question  in 
front  of  a  group.  Names,  addresses,  and  phone  numbers 
will  follow.

Cataloging  Issues 
The  idea  of  a  Cataloging  Issues  Group  first  came  up  at  the 
Fall  1991  meeting  and  again  at  the  July  Board  meeting. 
The  goals  of  our  group  are  not  intended  to  duplicate  those 
of  the  national  committee,  which  are  focused  on  actively 
moving  to  change  and  clarify  the  rules.  The  Chapter's 
group  goals  are  to  enhance  the  level  of  understanding  of 
those  rules  and  promote  a  standardized  interpretation,  thus 
raising  the  quality  of  the  cataloging  created  in  the  region. 
Our  preliminary  goals  and  projects  are: 
Goals: 

1.  Provide  support  among  catalogers  of  music  materials  in 
New  England  libraries 

2.  Encourage  special  projects  in  the  areas  of  research  or 
training  in  music  cataloging 

3.  Become  involved  in  suggesting  or  planning  sessions  of 
Chapter  meetings,  etc. 

Projects: 

1.  Compile  lists  of  the  most  useful  and  current  biographical 

sources  and  lists  of  works  for  authority  work 


2.  Disseminate  new  developments  in  music  cataloging  via 
the  chapter  listserve 

3.  Conduct  workshops  for  New  England  catalogers  who  deal 
with  music  but  who  may  not  have  an  extensive  music 
background  (possibly  in  conjunction  with  the  New  England 
Library  Association) 

4.  Establish  a  network  of  catalogers  who  are  willing  to  help 
with  authority  questions  for  those  at  smaller  libraries 

5.  Include  a  cataloging  column  in  the  Newsletter  to  deal 
with  problems  and  solutions  to  music  cataloging  dilemmas 

6.  Get  involved  with  future  updates  of  the  NEMLA 
Resource  Directory,  so  that  the  categories  can  be  more 
specific  for  cataloging  activities  (e.g.  sound  recording 
cataloging,  authority  work,  NACO,  etc.)

♦•CHAPTER  LISTSERVE  AND  ELECTRONIC  MAIL** 

The  Chapter  plans  to  establish  its  own  listserve,  to  be 
hosted  by  Wesleyan  University.  Technical  details  still  need 
to  be  worked  out,  but  we  hope  to  have  more  substantial 
news  by  the  chapter  meeting.  The  NEMLA  Board  felt  that 
the  chapter  should  know  about  cost-effective  means  to 
access  e-mail  for  anyone  for  whom  budgetary  constraints  are 
an  issue.  To  that  end,  the  Chapter  will  offer  a  session  at 
the  Spring  1993  meeting  presenting  practical  concerns  and 
strategic  information  for  those  who  need  to  provide  their 
administration  with  solid  justification  for  establishing  e-mail 
access.  Two  options  which  will  be  discussed  at  the  Spring 
meeting  are  MCI  Mail  and  Compuserv.  Information  about 
another  option  appeared  in  Academic  and  Library 
Computing,  vol.  9,  no.  5,  May  1992,  p.  7-8:

••PROGRAM  QUESTIONNAIRE  RESULTS** 

Thanks  to  all  who  responded  to  the  questionnaire  in  the 
last  NEMLA  newsletter.  Most  of  the  responses  were  from 
members  who  regularly  attend  meetings.  If  you  did  not  yet 
return  yours,  it's  not  too  late.  The  type  of  information  I 
was  gathering  is  not  static;  comments  and  suggestions  are 
always  welcome. 

I'd  like  to  summarize  the  responses  I  received,  keeping  in 
mind  that  this  was  an  informal  information-gathering 
exercise,  not  a  scientific  survey.  As  I  mentioned,  most  of 
the  responses  came  from  people  who  attend  meetings  twice 
a  year,  regardless  of  the  distance  or  cost.  Although  several 
people  expressed  an  interest  in  an  occasional  overnight 
meeting,  most  people  were  satisfied  with  our  present  format 
of  two  one-day  meetings  per  year.  Announcing  the  date  in 
advance  is  preferred,  but  there  were  two  people  whose 
schedules  were  such  that  advance  publicity  wasn't  helpful. 
Program  content,  from  most-  to  least-desired,  is  as  follows: 
automation/technology,  collection  development;  public 
services;  bibliographic  instruction  and  library 
administration/management  (tie);  bibliography;  ongoing 
research  and  host/local  resources  (tie);  musicology-related 
topics;  performance;  and  other.  Included  in  this  last 
category  were  grant  writing,  exhibits,  cataloging,  and 
technical  services  issues.  People  want  a  combination  of 
long  and  short  sessions  at  the  meeting,  but  many  expressed 
an  interest  in  one  long  session  followed  by  concurrent 
sessions.  There  was  a  tie  between  "no  opinion"  and  "yes" 
in  regard  to  having  a  performance  on  the  program.  And 
finally,  members  seem  to  be  interested  in  meeting  with 
another  organization  or  chapter.  The  Greater  New  York 
Chapter  was  the  most  frequently  mentioned,  with  a  tie 
between  the  local  American  Musicological  Society  and  the 
Upstate  New  York/Ontario  Chapter  of  MLA.  Many  other 
possible  organizations  were  also  mentioned,  including  the 
College  Music  Society,  Society  for  Ethnomusicology,  ARSC, 
Sonneck  Society,  ARLIS,  American  Choral  Directors 
Association,  MENC,  and  any  archive-related  group. 

As  I  mentioned,  this  was  certainly  not  a  scientific  survey, 
but  it  did  provide  the  NEMLA  Board  with  some  ideas  for 
future  programs.  If  you  haven't  completed  your  survey, 
please  take  a  few  minutes  to  do  so.

Authority  Control  Capabilities 

of 

Three  On-Line  Systems1 

Sharon  Saunders 

Authority  control  enables  the  library  catalog  to  fulfill  the 
finding  and  gathering  functions  identified  by  Charles  Cutter. 
As  libraries  automate  and  the  need  for  authority  control 


persists,  many  catalogers  are  quick  to  use  the  advantages  of 
automation  to  maintain  authority  control.  Capabilities  of 
local  systems  vary,  however,  as  this  brief  overview  of 
Innopac,  DRA,  and  NOTIS  shows.2 

The  question  of  what  a  user  sees  after  entering  a  no-hit 
search,  although  not  part  of  the  authority  control  module 
per  se,  is  important  when  thinking  about  authority  control 
and  its  effectiveness  in  helping  the  user.  Innopac  is  the 
only  one  of  the  three  systems  that  brings  up  an  index, 
allowing  the  searcher  to  browse  index  terms.  Depending  on 
the  search,  the  user  may  find  the  correct  form  of  entry  or 
a  cross-reference  in  the  index. 

Visible  cross-references  allow  the  user  to  see  relationships 
among  headings,  limiting  confusion  that  might  result  when 
cross-references  are  hidden  and  the  heading  a  user  searched 
for  is  not  in  the  record  the  system  retrieves.  Cross- 
references  are  visible  to  the  searcher  in  all  three  systems. 

Catalogers  can  download  authority  records  from  OCLC  into 
each  of  the  systems.  In  Innopac,  names,  titles,  and  subjects 
are  in  separate  indexes,  so  if  a  subject  authority  is  wanted 
for  a  name,  for  instance,  one  must  download  the  authority 
record-which  automatically  goes  into  the  name  index-copy 
it  into  the  subject  index,  and  then  delete  it  from  the  name 
index.  In  DRA,  one  must  only  verify  that  the  subject-use 
fixed-field  element  is  coded  correctly  before  downloading. 

DRA  is  able  to  overlay  existing  records  with  authority 
records  being  downloaded  from  OCLC.  In  Innopac  and 
NOTIS,  the  original  record  remains  until  deleted. 

DRA  is  the  only  one  of  the  three  systems  with  heading 
validation  capabilities.  If  the  system  finds  an  exact  match, 
excluding  punctuation  and  diacritical  marks,  it  will  correct 
the  punctuation  and  diacritical  marks.  Non-exact  matches 
are  flagged.  Innopac  compares  incoming  names  and  subjects 
with  headings  in  the  database  and  reports  those  that  are 
used  for  the  first  time.  NOTIS  compares  new  headings 
against  headings  in  bibliographic  records  and  generates  a 
new  headings  report 

The  ability  to  search  for  author/title  authority  records  in 
Innopac  is  quite  cumbersome.  The  browse  index  for  an 
author  identifies  all  authority  records  as  "Authority  Record;" 
entering  the  individual  authority  records  is  the  only  way  to 
see  the  title  subfield.  One  cannot  guess  where  in  the 
browse  list  a  particular  title  might  be  since  the  authority 
records  appear  in  the  order  they  were  entered  into  the 
system-they  are  not  sorted  alphabetically  by  title.  The  only 
shortcut  one  can  use  is  to  take  a  cross-reference  in  the 
Update  mode-this  brings  up  the  authority  record  that 
generated  the  cross-reference-but  this  is  not  an  adequate 
way  to  search  for  authority  records.  Fortunately,  neither 
DRA  nor  NOTIS  users  have  problems  searching  for 
author/title  authority  records  in  their  systems. 


All  three  systems  have  global  update  capabilities,  but  not  all 
headings  can  be  updated  globally  in  any  of  the  systems. 
Innopac  cannot  globally  update  titles  in  the  700  subfield  t, 
nor  can  it  globally  update  common  subject  subdivisions, 
such  as  Description  and  Guide  books,  that  the  system 
doesn't  index.  The  global  update  function  in  DRA  does  not 
read  punctuation,  so  changes  involving  removal  of  a  hyphen, 
such  as  Folk-songs  to  Folk  songs,  cannot  be  done  globally. 
The  NOTIS  system  uses  a  process  that  replaces  variant 
forms  with  established  headings,  but  will  do  so  only  for 
those  variants  that  are  in  authority  records. 

As  these  systems  evolve,  their  capabilities  will  change  and 
the  information  in  this  article  will  become  outdated.3   But 
the    framework    this    overview    provides    for    examining 
authority  control  modules  can  help  librarians  evaluate 
systems  for  purchase,  and  the  comparisons  it  provides  can 


help  catalogers  formulate  enhancement  requests  for  vendors. 
In  either  case  the  desired  result  is  to  have  systems  that 
allow  catalogers  to  take  full  advantage  of  automation's 
capabilities  in  their  attempt  to  maintain  authority  control.
